SOIL  AND  FERTILIZER 

Glads  do  well  on  any  good  garden  soil  if  they  are  planted  out  in  the 
open  garden  where  they  will  get  plenty  of  sunshine  and  a  reasonable 
amount  of  moisture.  Soil  should  be  well  drained.  A  small  amount  of  well- 
rotted  cow  manure  worked  into  the  soil  in  the  spring  is  the  best  fertilizer. 
If  this  is  not  available,  use  pulverized  sheep  or  cow  manure  by  putting  it 
into  the  bottom  of  the  trench  and  then  covering  with  an  inch  of  soil.  Then 
plant  the  bulbs.  Vigoro  is  a  good,  well-balanced  commercial  fertilizer  and 
is  very  satisfactory.  Any  fertilizer  should  be  kept  from  direct  contact  with 
the  bulb  or  foliage. 


TREATMENT 

All  bulbs  should  be  treated  with  Corrosive  Sublimate  before  planting, 
using  one  ounce  to  ten  gallons  of  water.  Soak  bulbs  over  night  in  this 
solution  in  a  wood  container.  This  is  a  preventative  against  scab  and 
kills  any  thrips  which  may  have  wintered  over  on  the  bulbs. 

PLANTING 

The  soil  should  be  well  prepared  as  for  any  garden.  The  large  bulbs 
should  be  planted  not  less  than  four  inches  deep,  and  if  the  soil  is  very  light 
they  may  be  planted  up  to  six  inches  deep.  Smaller  bulbs  may  be  planted 
shallower.  Rows  should  be  planted  anywhere  from  one  foot  to  two  feet 
apart  according  to  the  space  you  have  in  your  garden.  Plant  the  bulbs 
from  three  to  six  inches  apart,  depending  on  space  available  and  number 
of  bulbs.  You  may  also  plant  in  beds,  spacing  the  bulbs  about  six  inches 
apart  each  way.  Keep  well  cultivated. 

THRIPS 

Thrips  control  is  no  longer  a  problem  if  one  is  willing  to  go  to  a  little 
trouble.  Start  spraying  when  the  plants  are  about  six  inches  high  even 
though  there  is  no  sign  of  thrips  on  your  glads.  Continue  to  spray  every 
week  or  ten  days  during  the  season.  Use  one  tablespoon  of  Paris  Green 
and  two  pounds  of  brown  sugar  to  three  gallons  of  water,  keeping  spray 
well  agitated.  This,  with  the  use  of  Napthalene  during  storage  should 
keep  your  planting  clean. 
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DIGGING  AND  STORAGE 


Bulbs  should  be  taken  up  about  two  months  after  blooming,  but  under 
no  circumstances  should  they  be  left  in  the  ground  so  late  that  the  ground 
is  apt  to  freeze  deeply.  Alter  digging,  cut  the  tops  off  close  to  the  bulb  and 
place  the  bulbs  in  shallow  boxes  or  trays  to  cure.  If  they  are  dug  on  a 
bright,  sunny  day,  leave  them  out  of  doors  the  balance  of  the  day  to  dry 
somewhat.  Store  in  a  fairly  warm,  well-ventilated  room  until  they  are 
thoroughly  dry,  stirring  them  every  few  days.  In  a  few  weeks  the  old  bulbs 
and  roots  can  be  removed  and  then  as  a  preventative  against  thrips  use 
Napthalene  Flakes.  This  can  be  purchased  in  almost  any  drug  store. 
Sprinkle  about  one  ounce  of  Napthalene  in  the  box  to  every  hundred  large 
bulbs,  cover  well  and  keep  in  warm  room  about  two  weeks.  Then  remove 
flakes  and  store  bulbs  in  a  well  ventilated  room  at  a  temperature  as  near 
40°  as  possible.  As  a  general  rule,  your  fruit  cellar  is  ideal.  Stir  them 
occasionally  during  the  winter.

An  im¬ 
mense  spike  with  many  large  flowers  open.  Increases  rapidly  and  blooms  well  from 
small  sizes. 

PIRATE  (Palmer)  Shades  of  very  deep  red  and  purple.  A  really  dark  glad  of  unusual  beauty.

RUFFLED  BEAUTY  (Baerman)  Large  new  light  yellow.  Ruffled. 

RUSTY  (Kinyon)  Yellow  overlaid  with  fine  lines  of  red,  giving  a  rusty  orange  effect.  Yellow 
throat  blotch.  A  really  different  glad. 

SHIRLEY  TEMPLE  (Pruitt)  An  immense  heavily  ruffled  cream  with  a  deeper  throat.  A  wonder¬ 
ful  new  flower  which  blooms  well  from  small  sizes  and  propagates  well. 

SO  BIG  (Kinyon)  Deep  rose  pink  with  violet  feather  on  lower  petal.  An  immense  flower  in  a 
new  color. 

SPRAY  OF  GOLD  (Palmer)  Deep  clear  fine  yellow,  medium  size  and  somewhat  ruffled.

A  tall,  straight  showy  flower, 
well  placed.  Cuts  100%  perfect  spikes. 

VAGABOND  PRINCE  (Palmer)  Mahogany  brown  with  a  flame  blotch. 

WASAGA  (Palmer)  Very  beautiful  buff  self  with  wide  open,  somewhat  ruffled  blooms. 

W.  H.  PHIPPS  (Diener)  Light  salmon.  A  long  spike  with  often  fifteen  to  twenty  blooms  open 
at  a  time.  Does  not  always  come  well  placed  and  is  inclined  to  be  stubby,  but  it  is 
still  a  favorite  because  of  its  showiness.
